Essentialiy, the iasue which 
divides Israel and Egypt at this 
final, crucial stage of the peace trea- 
ty negotiations is that which has 
dogged the talks ever since they 
began — "ΚΑΒ."

WASHINGTON. — The Rhodesian 
military has succeeded in obtaining 
up to 11 U.S.-designed ‘Huey 
helicopters despite international 
arms and economic embargoes, and 
have put+them to use in the es- 
calating war against African 
guerrillas, according to 
authoritative diplomatic reports. 

The Bell 205As spotted by visitors 
to Rhodesia in the past three weeks 
are a civilian version of the UH-1 
Huey Iroquois, the U.S. workhorse 
for ferrying troops in the Vietnam 
war. They significantly expand 
Rhodesian air-strike capability. 

U.S. officials said Wednesday a 
formal investigation has been 
launched by the State and 
Commerce Departments to deter- 
mine how the hellcopters reached 
Rhodesia, which has been under an 
international trade embargo since 
the white settler government un- 
jlaterally declared Independence 
from Britain in 1965.

ABU DHABI (UPI). — The oil 
minister of Qatar said yesterday

HAS THE Soviet Union already 
developed a “death ray,” whose 
charged particle beams could 
neutralize intercontinental ballistic 
missiles in space and at one move 
cancel out America's entire 
strategic nuclear development? 

According to Genera) George 
Keegan, retired head of the U.S. Air 
Foree Intelligence, the answer is 
“Yes.” 

General Keegan told a team from 
the British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration's “Panorama” pro- 
gramme: “In 1970, one of my 
laboratory civilians came to me and 
sald he belleved he had discovered 
evidence that the Soviets were work- 
ing on a beam weapon to do just that. 
For the next seven years, I devoted 
my life to the question."" 


At the end of those seven years, - 


and, after a long-running battle 
between military and civilian in- 
telligence agencies, Keegan finally 
resigned in 1977 to make public the 
most important — if true — political- 
scientific intelligence story since the 
end of World War II 


KEEGAN CLAIMED that while the 
Russians were signing the Helsinki 
agreements and negotiating details 
of Salt, their massively expanded 
civil defence and new armaments 
projects demonstrated their real in- 
tentions towards the West. 

In particular, he cited the work he 
“believed to be under way at the most 
securely guarded installation in the 
USSR — a tower-guarded half- 
underground installation outside the 
city of Semipalatinsk, near 
Tashkent, in Soviet Central Asia. 

It had taken 12 years to build, and 
Yet, said Keegan, “not a scintilla of 
evidence "ciime out about it: other 
than the aeria) pictures.” 

From readings of these satellite 
recommaigsance pictures, taken over a 
period of time, however, Keegan was 
able to establish much. Shafts had 
been excavated through granite to a 
depth of 600 feet, where chambers 
had been hollowed and lined with 
steel. Nearby,. stood an unusual 
building which could well have been 
a giant storage battery, and 100-foot- 
high towers that could be impulse 
transformers. 

Pipes ran to a 700-foot-long 
pbuilding buried two-thirds un- 
derground which took nine years to 
build. It is made of concrete and is 10 
feet thick — the presumed site of the 
electron gun and collective 
accelerator. From it, one-kilometre- 
long tubes carried the charged parti-" 


cle beams to a building full of sand —. 


the beam-stop at the end of the firing 
range. Stacks 120 feet high next to 
the underground shafts were thought 
to be vent pipes for lethal waste from 
the controlled explosions. The 
arrival of liquid hydrogen at the site 
suggested to Keegan's researchers 
Β Vacuum-pumping operation and a 
buffer to protect the containment 
vessels from being ruptured by the 
nuclear blast. : 

“After Keegan resigned in 1977, the 
authoritiative journal ‘Aviation 
Week and Space Technology’ 
carried a detailed account of the 
weapon. On the advice of U.S. 
Defence Secretary Harold Brown, 
President Jimmy Carter declared on 
television that this report ‘‘contained 
some inaccuracies,"" and after a 
flurry. of public interest in ex- 
aggerated accounts of the ‘‘death 
ray," General Keegan was labelled 
an obsessive anti-Communist. ον 


BUT LATBR: Congressional 
hearings were far less sceptical 
about Keegan's disclosures. The con- 
troversial “Aviation Week" story 
was cleared for accuracy by the 
Department of Defence, and the 
CIA's nuclear intelligence panel, 
formerly a bitter opponent of 
Keegan's, has retracted much of its 
opposition.

BEAM RESEARCH, with all its 
Buck Rogers connotations, goes 
back a surprisingly long way. In the 
winter of 1940—41, British scientists 
successfully developed ‘‘counter- 
beams" to “bend" the directional 
signals the Luftwaffe was beaming 
out to direct its night bombers 
against British cities during the 

Blitz. 

After the war, a highly secret 
research project evolved at Britain's 
Harwell research establishment for 
a charged-particle beam that could 
neutralize the ballistic missiles with 
their nuclear warheads then being 
developed. According to Genera] 

Keegan, the research was actually 
successful in theory, but at that time 
there was not enough electrical 
generating capacity in Britain to 
power such a weapon. | 

The research was also discon- 
tinued for another reason: The 
leading theoretical physicists believ- 
ed to have been working on it, Dr. 
Klaus Fuchs, was uncovered by MIS 
in 1949 to have been one of Russia's 
most important atomic spies. Fuchs 
went to jail in 1951 for eight years, 
and the British beam project fell by 
the wayside. Fuchs was released in 
1959, went to East Germany and dis- 
appeared. Shortly afterwards, ac- 
cording to Keegan, the Soviet beam 
project — eclipsing in cost and scale 
even the World War II Manhatten 
Project that gave birth to the atomic 
bomb — was launched. 

‘When General Keegan's early es- 
timates of the fruits of that Soviet ef- 
fort were rejected by a board of

“Only now is Germany beginning 
to think about that should 
have shaken the population right 
after the war,"' Dutachke says.

Colby to mount a secret ‘penetration 
operation” to find out exactly what 
was going on ‘at Semipalatinsk. 
When they tuned him down, he set 
up the operation anyway, without 
even telling his own Air Force Chief 
of Staff. In two years. he had listed 
350 Soviet laboratories working on 
the project and had identified by 
name 2,000 Soviet scientists involved 
in it. At the same time, he set up ἃ 
team of “five young Einsteins" 
(brilliant young physicists in their 
mid-20s, the peak age for such 
work), funded with $300,000 from the 
Air Force, to see if the theoretical 
problems that were believed to make 
it impossible to build a charged- 
particle beam could be overcome. 


IN LESS THAN a year, Keegan 
claims, his teams came up with 
solutions in all of the key areas — ex- 
Plosive generation (using ἃ con- 
tralled nuclear explosion as the 
power source), power conducting, 
storage of energy, electron injection, 
collective acceleration and beam 
generation. 

Their conclusions were that the 
Russian beam gun could transmit 
100 tons of ‘“‘punch” in its beam for 
every 1,000 tons of explosive used in 
its generation. The beam could be 
directed and aimed by high-intensity 
magnetic fields. 

Furthermore, Keegan's geniuses 
also concluded that the very scien- 
tists of the Lawrence Livermore 
«Laboratory (one of America’s 
leading atomic research 
laboratories) who had dismissed his 
thesis back in 1973, had themselves 
mastered the basic problems of ex- 
plosive generation and containment 
as early as 1957, and that Andrei 
Sakharov, father of the Soviet H- 
bomb (now a leading campaigner for 
human rights in the Soviet Union), 
bad solved them even earlier, back 
in 1955 (while Klaus Fuchs was still 
in a British jail). This had given 
Russia a world lead in the area, but 
the pressurised gas-lines capable of 
handling the enormous electrical 
voltages involved were only 
developed in the U.S. in 1963. 

Lack of such transmission equip- 
ment had been a fatal problem for 
the original British researchers in 
the 1940s. Yet, after their develop- 
ment in America, the patents for 
these gas-lines were sold to the 
Soviet Union. 


SO NOT ONLY does the charged- 
particle beam exist, it has also, ap- 
parently, been successfully tested. 
American infra-red satellite sur- 
veillance in early 1976 detected the 
Russians launching a rocket which 
shortly after exploded in a cloud οἵ" 
vented hydrogen and tritium from 
its nuclear generation chambers. 

ing to Keegan, the beam 
has been successfully test-fired on at 
least eight further occasions since 
then. This conclusion is supported by 
the work of Dr. Lara Erik de Greer, 
of the Swedish National Research 
Institute, who detected traces of 
radionuclides neptunium-239 and 
molybdenum-9 in the atmosphere 
on five occasions during the first half 
of 1976, The material was thought to 
have drifted to Sweden westwards 
across the Baltic Sea and was the 
product of no known nuclear 
process. But De Greer himself 
thought that the nuclides might well 
have been waste from charged- 
particle beam experiments. 

‘In the race to build ‘‘death-rays,"' 
Russia seems to have taken 8. clear 
lead. According to Clarence Robin- 
son, the Lawrence Livermore 
Laboratory's own advanced 
technology group hopes to have an 
American charged-particle beam in 
the atmosphere as early as 1982. The 
implication is that the Russians may 
be there already, or nearly s0. 

And the porential of such a’ 
development could hardly be more 
disastrous. Keegan compares the 
possessor of a charged-particle 
beam defence system to 2 man wear- 
ing an invisible suit in a gun-fight. 
He can still shoot his enemy, but all 
the bullets of the other man will just 
bounce off him. 

‘With advanced computers predic- 

the trajectory of incoming muis- 
με in a matter of seconds, directed 
charged-particle beams could shoot 
down such ICBMs without difficulty. 
The beams could alse be used to 
destroy America’s spy satellites and 
“blind'' U.S. defence chiefs to war 
preparations across the ocean. 

When America developa its own 
beams, it will have these advan-. 
tages, too. But even then, both sides 
will simply have been able at last to 
jump the atomic balance of terror 
that has preserved the world from 
nuclear war for over 30 years. And 
that is probably the most terrifying 
thought of all,

IT 1S SURPRISING that.wording on 
the issue of linkage has been at the 
heart of the impasse in the peace 
negotiations. It is especially pecullar 
thet Egypt and the U.S. have pressed 
Israel on this matter and have 
thereby endangered the success of 
the negotiations. One would have ex- 
pected them to rely, instead, on the 
strategic forces that will be κοί in 
motion by the treaty, forces which 
will surely overwhelm the nuances 
of wording and probably make a 
failure by Israel to reach agreement 
with Jordan or the Palestinians cost- 
ly to the Jewish state. .. 

A his hag rere to linkage i = 
opposed by the goveram: 
because, it is feared, this would 
make peace with Egypt dependent 
on a settlement of the Palestinian 
question and émbolden the other 
Arab leaders in their demands. 

It is probably also suspected that a 
compromise on the West Bank, 
acceptable to all parties, might not 
be within grasp. By avoiding explicit 


language on linkage, the Begin - 


government may believe that peace 
with Egypt can endure a failure to 
reach agreement on outstanding 
issues with the other Arab parties. 
But the reality that cannot be 
finessed by choice of language is that 
Israel's interest lies in securing a 


’ long-term accommodation, while 


her concessions to Egypt will be con- 
cluded in about three years. 

Sinai carries nationalistic as weil 
as military and economic 
significance for Egypt. Expulsion of 
Israel from this territory was con- 
sidered of sufficient importance by 
Sadat to warrant risking the con- 
tinuation of his regime by engaging 
Israel in the 1973 war. Egypt is now 
close to obtai the return of the 
Sinai territories, within a three-year 


period, an objective that seems out | 


of reach to her by military means. 
To be sure, there is a price. By con- 
cluding a peace treaty and nor- 
malizing relations with Israel, Sadat 
will incur the enmity of powerful 
Arab leaders and possibly find 
himself isolated in the Arab world. 
Apparently, Sadat has chosen to 
pay this price. But if it is rational for 
him to endure accusations of 
betrayal of the Palestinian cause — 
which will surely follow his signing 
the treaty — during the three-year 
interval in which the territories are 
returned, it is not evident that 
Egypt's interests lie in continuing to 
shoulder the cost of peaceful 
relations with Israel once Sina! is in 
Egyptian hands.

PEACE WITH EGYPT is not the 
final international development 
atfecting Israel. Tough negotiations 
with our American patrons, other 
Arab states and Palestinian 
organizations are yet to come.

them Israel's diminished military 
and political power, unfavourable 
American attitudes and the im- 
proved Egyptian performance. But 
there. have also been subjective 
reasons for Israel's poor perfor- 
Mance, partly due to the 
government's basic attitudes and 


: partly due to the nature of Israeli 


polities and public administration. 

Firstly, there has been the 
problem of Israel’s psychological 
positions: Judging from their 
various pronouncements, many 
Israeli representatives have not 
overcome the most énduring 
obstacle in achieving greater accord 
in the Middle East — the inherent 
suspicion of the other side's real in- 


While every negotiator should be 


. Sceptical of his opponent's tactics, 


there must be mutual trust regar- 
ding the new rules of the game. Even 
now — and despite some lip service 
— this breakthrough has not oc- 
curred. 

The mistrust is connected to a 
more basic phenomenon that is 
characteristic of Israeli politics and 
Public administration: The system 
has become extremely conservative. 
Tt lacks the necessary ability to 
detect fundamental changes in both 
international and domestic politics, 
and so Israeli policy makers are stili 
unaware of many new developments 
in Europe, the U.S. and in our own 


region. 


‘ SECONDLY, difficulties have arisen 


because the government did not for- 
mulate clear intermediate ends for 
the negotiations. The government 
may know its ultimate goals vis 2 vis 
the Arab states, but in a very com- 
plex international game, clear in- 
terim goais are no less important. 
From the many shifts in the 
negotfations, !t is clear that the 
government never prepared its 
the northern parts 
of Siial, the nature of demilitariza- 
tion there, and the meaning of nor- 
malization of relations with Egypt. 
More dangerous, it has not for- 
mulated its intermediate goals in the 
West Bank, except In very broad 
terms. Only after Camp David were 
some late and insufficient 
preparations made concerning 
autonomy, a task entrusted to an 
inter-departmental committee. In 
Israel. this means leaks; inaction 
and confused recommendations. 
Thirdly, the leaders of the Likud 
showed an exaggerated eagerness to 
start negotiations with Egypt im- 
mediately after assuming office in 
June, 1977. Even before stabilizing 


. the new coalition cabinet, and un- 


the current intricate in- 
ternational relations, the new 
government was induced to par- 
ticipate in the negotlations. Many 
shifts could have been prevented, 
ed and positions im- 
proved #f it had slowed down. 

This’ eagerness should be at- 
tributed to two men in particular — 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin and 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan, who 
rushed into the process without a 
careful study of the new domestic

But what happens if necessary is 
not also sufficient? 


CAMP DAVID is as much a part of 
the problem aa a part of the sclution, 
for it mandates American involve- 
ment in the challenges and impasses 
that will arise in the Middle East as 


the settlement — now “Jimmy 
Carter's peace'’ — runs into the 
predictable troubles. 


Some would say that this is a good 
thing: that peace in the Middie East 
will never be stable without the U.S. 
On the contrary. peace will never be 
stable unless jt is without the U.S. 
Camp David, precisely because it 
has raised hopes for American un- 
derwriting of the settlement, 
perpetuates the dependency and 
irresponsibility of the local parties. 

Israel, for almost 20 years, en- 
joyed a one-sided American support 
that enabled it to stonewall Arab 
claims, And Sadat has cultivated the 
vice of using the U.S. to clear the 
way for his maximum objectives. 

The U.S. has rescued these nations 
from their diplomatic or military In- 
competence and has relieved them 
of the necessity of choice. 

U.S. support, designed to buy 
pliability, has produced intran- 
sigence and extravagant claims in- 
stead. Now Camp David, although it 
has revived the negotiations and in- 
splired some concessions, may In the 
longer run paralyse local initiatives 
. Meanwhile, 
the U.S. will still be implicated in a 
situation where, as Carter himself 
said, ‘‘a local conflict could spread 
among other nations and then erupt 
inte confrontation between the 
super-powers."” 


‘THE ISSUE of American guarantees 
ig still to be faced. Scholars such as 
Nadav Safran have urged a bilateral 
pact with Israel for almost a decade. 
Others, such as Richard Ullman, 
deducing the inevitable con- 
comitants of this, recommend the 
stationing of U.S. forces on Israeli 
soil, conditioned upon a total Israeli 
withdrawal from the territories oc- 
cupied in 1967. Columnists, such as 
Stephen Rosenfeld of the 
“Washington Post,” say that an 
American guarantee is “worth the 
risks." And Brzezinski, even before

his Middle East solution. 

Israel now appears willing to 
accept U.S. strategic presence on its 
soil — perhaps a naval base at Haifa, 
some air contingents (but not ground 
troops) and a military pact. But 
Tarael's acquiescence does not make 
these solutions any sounder, either 
for itself or for the U.S. 

For the American guarantee is un- 
reliable — or only partially or 
provisionally reliable, which might 
be worse. Our government cannot 
reckon the constraints on its future 
behaviour. 

It might be deterred from in- 
tervening by the threat of an oi] em- 
bargo, dissuaded by European or 
“Japanese allies, or hobbled by 
domestic opinion or adverse 
Congressional reactions. It is not 
even clear that a future generation 
of American Jews will support the 
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speclal cause of Israet. This will be 
the case particularly if they are fac- 


ed with persona) risks and sacrifices - 


and If Israe} drifts towards 
militarization, a colonialist mentali- 
ty, ἃ regimented economy, and 
sharpencd internal class and racial 
conflict. 

The point Ia that Israel's distrust of 
external assurances is not just a 
atate of mind but a situational fact. It 
cannot rely solely on an American or 
international guarentee in return for 
giving up tangible security advan- 
tages, even if these are becoming 
somewhat debased. 

Jsfael might accept an imposed 
settlement and an imposed 
guarantee. But it would reserve the 
right of reprisal and pre-emption — 
ail the more important in the 
absence of buffer territory along its 
frontiers — if it suffered from grow- 
ing terrorism from Palestinians or if 
it saw Arab states preparing for 
another attack or evading restric- 
tions on the militarization of border 
areas. 

On the other hand, the odds that 
the U.S. might not honour 1185 
guarantee should not be an excuse 
for undertaking a commitment that 
could still be triggered by events 
beyond its control. And even if the 
U.S. made its military guarantee in- 
valid in the event of an Israeli pre- 
emptive strike. {t might get the 
worst of bargains: By denying Israel 
its most potent deterrent against 
Arab mobilization or attrition, the 
U.S. would be virtually assuring that 
its intervention would be under 
desperate military conditions. 


THE GENERAL and special 
labilities of present U.S. policies in 
the Middie East argue for American 
disengagement. The U.S. should put 
some insulation between itself and 
the requisites and concerns of the 
local contestants. At the very least, 
it should be wary of extending 
guarantees that may not be 
honoured by future generations of 
American politiclans or in a 
transformed American system. 

The U.S. should encourage Israel 
and other countries in the area to 
make the remaining hard choices for 
themselves and should reduce its 
coercive and dominating role. This 
might still mean extending good of- 
fices to stimulate direct talks among 
the local parties. But in that more 


restricted role, the U.S. would be. 


more like Begin’s “broker” than 
Sadat's “partner.” 

What Israe) needs from the U.S. is 
not more pressure, even in return for 
more assurances, but freedom from 
the strategic, diplomatic and 
political timetable of American 
presidents, : 

In adopting a policy of dis 
ment, the U.S. would avoid the moral 
burden of forcing Israe) to-forfeit 
defensible frontiera, and above all 
flexible military tactics, in exchange 
for dubious international 
guarantees. 


A certain level of arms transfers 
would probably continue between 
American weapons manufacturers 
and inost Middle East countries, but 
the U.S. Government would not 
manipulate arms exports to gain 
leverage or to implement its concep- 
tion of balance in the region. In a 
conflict, it would support neutral in- 
ternational moves to protect any 
civilian population in danger of an- 
nihilation or wholesale displace- 
ment. . 


A by-product of American dia- 
engagement would be Israeli 
strategic autonomy. In the shart and 
medium run, Israel would be 
favoured to win a war against any 
combination of em oa in- 
el Egypt. It enol am- 
pane and war reserve stocks to 
fight for 90 days on three fronts, 


According to a Carter Administra- 
tion study, even in the extreme 
scenario of Russian intervention 
witbout American counter- 
intervention, several divisions of 
Soviet paratroops armed with con- 
ventional weapons might be beaten 
by the Israelis — an insufferable 
humiliation for the Soviets and, 
therefore, an incentive for them to 
refrain from such action. A parallel 
calculation js that Israel's 
or potential nuclear force would 
deter the Soviets from putting 
strategic pressure on Jarael." 

Moreover, Israel, freed from the 
American connection, could some- 
day play its own “Soviet card” by 
exploring Russian conditions for a 
more even-handed role in the Middle 
East. There have already been some 
slim opportunities for Israeli 
diplomatic cultivation of the Sovieta 
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/alking on water in the Middle East 


— the mectings of thelr emissaries in 
Israel and Washington dumng the 
spring of 1975, the concliiatory 
remarks by Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko In Damascus in 
April, 1975, and the unofficia} Israel] 
mission to Moscow in September, 
1975, 


THERE ARE ANSWERS to a 
number of questions, but they re- 
quire a shift of focus. Fdr one thing, 
the situation until the various local 
settlements are negotiated is not 
likely to be benign. 


One has only to consider who 
remains outside the Camp David 
agreement — the PLO and influen- 
tal West Bank political figures, the 
Syrians, the other rejectionist states, 
factions in the moderate states of 
Jordan and Saudi Arabia, the Soviet 
Union, and disaffected elements 
within Egypt. Certainly, a series of 
separate deals would be more nerve- 
racking than an agreement that 
brought all parties together in con- 
cord and justice. But who would 
predict the latter state of affairs? 


Further, some would point out that 
disengagement would leave the U.S. 
vulnerable to the punitive depriva- 
tion of ol. True, as long aa its energy 
needs are linked te Middle East 
supply, the U.S. faces the alter- 
natives of placating Arab suppliers 
(with Israel as the victim) or coer- 
cing them (with Israel as the ac- 
complice). Therefore, disengage- 


ment implies the creation of alter- - 


native emergency sources of energy. 

But also. in a rather different 
sense, a policy of disengagement 
would discourage energy threats. 
Arab ofl producers could no longer 
co-opt the U.S. by putting economic 
preasure on it that would predictably 
transiate into political pressure on 
Israel. The oil weapon would not lose 
its sting, but it would lose its sense.

Finally. among the MHabilities of 
American disengagement from the 
Middle East. some would count our 
indifference toward the ‘‘just’’ 
causes of the nations and peoples in 
the region — the recovery of 
territory and homelands, the control 
of holy places in Jerusalem, the ex- 
ercise of full political scope on the 
West Bank. But it seems impossible 
to achieve both complete peace and 
compicte justice in the Middle East. 

Tf it is necessary to choose, the 
U.S. should prefer peace over 
Justice. But if it cannot even ensure 
Peace, it should choose not to be in- 
volved in a region where other 
People’s quarrels could draw the 
country Into a nuclear war. 


CARTER'S PEACE-MAKING at 
Camp David confounded his detrac- 
tors and dispelled the more absurd 
images of his incompetence. Now the 
president is being widely urged to 
use Camp David as a isunching pad 
for further American initiatives in 
every conceivable area of activity. 


But the very success of Camp 
David conceals its most pernicious 
threat. For it reinforces the notion 
that the viability of the American 
political system and the well-being 
of the whole world depends on expan- 
sive presidential government in the 
U.S. and ambitious American intriu- 
sion into the affairs of other nations. 


Camp David may have refreshed 
the popularity of one chief executive, 
but it has not quite conferred on him 
the ability to walk on water — even if 
he himself is a believer in miracles.

tress. 

Maya, fascinated by the story of 
Brenda and its paraliels to her stage 
role agrees to do a publicity stunt of 
meeting with Brenda in prison. 

Brenda, labelled by the Greek 
press as the ‘'Medea of Gylfada,”’ is 
a tormented, schizophrenic per- 
sonality, obsessed by her husband's 
infidelity. Without friends or family, 
she is delighted by the idea of 
meeting a movie star. But when the 
press, the paparezzi, TV cameras ant 
Nghts burst in behind Maya, Brenda 
is horrified, spewing out a barrage of 
obscene invective that makes Maya 
recoil with shame. 


MAYA reinstates herself with Bren- 
da, and in their successive meetings, 
ἃ relationship develops that builds to 
ἃ crescendo as Maya draws closer 
and closer to her performance as 
Medea. 

The climax occurs when Maya, as 
Medea, reilves Brenda's horrible 
crime of infanticide on stage.

INDIAN ENCHANTMENTS held 


Rubin Academy in Jerusalem 
(December 12) when visiting Hindu 
dancer Rajamani and Israeli dancer 
Ran Shinar (also known as Kumar

THE TWO TREES called the’ elah 
and the alon, as their names in- 
dicate, belong to the same botanical 
family. The elah is the pistacia, the 
alon the oak. Both are mentioned 
together in-one verse in Isaiah; the 
prophet refers to the remnant of 
Israel] which shall be ‘‘like the eiah 
and the alon.”’ With hoth, “their 
stock remains even when they cast 
their leaves" (Isaiah 6:3). There 
seems to be no doubt but that both 
are trees. 

They are also both mentioned in 
this week's portion in a somewhat 
similar context but in .adjacent 
verses. Each 15 mentioned as having 
something buried under it. It was un- 
der an elah in Shechem that Jacob 
buried the foreign gods his sons had 
brought home from their sojourn in 
foreign climes (35:4), and it was un- 
der an alon that Jacob buried 
Deborah, the nurse of his mother 
Rebecca. Consequently, it was cal)- 
ed ‘The Aion of Weeping*' (v.8) 


Time and again the alon is men- 
tioned in the Bible as ‘‘the sturdy 
oak" (e.g. Amos 2:9). Yet all the ear- 
ly rabbinical commentators deny 
that in this verse the alon is a tree. 
Both the Targums and Rashi main- 
tain that here the word means a 
plain. and the phrase “under the 
alon”’ means “on the lower slopes of 
the plain."” 


Rashi agrees that the related elah 
is a “non fruit-bearing tree."" But he 
not only repeats, but also expands 
the explanation given by the 
Targums: * ‘On the slopes of the 
Plain’ since there was a plain on the 
crest of the mountain slope, and the 
burial took place on the lower level, 
and the plain of Bethel was called the 
Alon.’* To justify this strange 
rendering, Rashi quotes a Midrash. 


It is difficult to understand why the 
Bible finds it necessary to record the 
death of Deborah. She is mentioned 
only once, and that anonymously, as 
having accompanied her mistress 
many years ago when she left her 
home to meet the man destined to be 
her husband, Isaac (24:59). And now

$50m. mark, Local demand, which is 
growing at a considerable rate, will 
.also be responsible for part of the 
company's rapid growth in sales. 

The companies in the group whose 
individual sales will exceed the 17.110.

Salvador Dali is considered one of the greatest and moat ilustrious artists of our

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U.S. goes too far 


ONCE AGAIN the peace negotiations have lurched to a halt. 
And once again the United States has determined that Israel is- 
to blame. It is a determination that the Carter Administration 


does not keep locked in 


ic cables, but rather takes 


pains to make public in the most direct fashion. 

Perhaps when the negotiation process first got started, and 
after the U.S. overcame its initia! reluctance for something less 
than its favoured ‘‘Geneva"’ comprehensive settlement idea, the 
Carter Administration sought to play the role of an honest 
broker. But in the months that followed, and most notably, and 
most surprisingly, after the Camp David agreements, the U.S, 
role has become vividly partisan in favour of Egypt. : 

Certainly there are many elements of Israel's negotiating per- 
formance that bear criticiam. Nowhere has the criticism, 
whether from the right or the left of the government, or even 
sometimes irom within the government, been more incisive 


than in Israel itself. 


* But confronted with the kind of partisanship being exhibited 
by the U.S., such criticism at home becomes largely irrelevant. 
For the U.S. attempt to publicly bludgeon Israel into an agree- 
ment, and its consistent support of Sadat's twists and turns has 


now become a principal issue in itself. 
Throughout the negotiations, Sadat has 


always upped the 


ante. Agreement at one stage, has inevitably led to new con- 
ditions at the next. And the U.S. has also consistently then 


placed itself with Sadat. 


Controversial Article Six in the draft peace treaty is but one 
example. Where the U.S. agreed, after the Washington talka, 
that this article, establishing the priority of the treaty over 
other agreements should not ke qualified, it now has fallen into 
line with Sadat’s demand for amendment. 

By the same token, lack of agreement at any stage has also 
led to stiffer conditions by Egypt at the next, also with U.S. sup- 


port, 


The result has been that whether Israel held out or conceded 
to Egyptian demands, the price of agreement for Israel has con- 
sistently risen, endorsed by the U.S. 

If this pattern shows faulty negotiating strategy on Israel's 
part, it also exhibits the lack of symmetry which has burdened 
the government. The asymmetry is now not confined to the 
negotiating process itself. It has apparently affected attitudes in 


Washington as well. 


Israel is warned by President Carter against settlement ac- 
tivity. But there is a strange silence in Washington when Cairo 
proclaims that despite any treaty with Israel, Egypt would 
honour its commitments to other Arab states in hostilities with 


Israel. 


And yesterday, in what must be considered at best patroniz- 
ing disdain and at worst a deliberate snub, the Secretary of 
State went to the West Bank without even informing the Govern- 
ment, giving this change of attitude a grotesque new expression. 

True Israel is heavily dependent upon the U.S. in manifold 
ways. And true as well there is a firm bedrock of amity, un- 
derstanding and mutual confidence between the two countries. 

But no 1655 true, the Israel Government and its people are con- 
fronted today by issues and decisions that goto the very heart of 
the physical existence of the state. They wil] not be buliied into 
jeopardizing that existence even if the bull resides in 


Washington.

ree of the withdrawal from the 
various areas, beginning, 
preferably, with Eil-Arish two 
months after the treaty signing). 
When the Israel cabinet turned down 
its delegation's recommendation to 
agree to ‘‘sub-phasing,'’ the 
diplomatic sources explained, Sadat 
felt free to withdraw ‘‘his part of the 
bargain” -— the exchange of arm- 
bassadors upon completion of the 
withdrawal. 

The diplomatic sources pointed out

FIVE-YEAR REVIEW 

Egypt demands a fixed date — five 
years hence — for the review of the 
security arrangements provided for 
in Article 4 of the treaty. This is a 
return to a demand which had been 
shelved earlier in the talks. Israel 
objects to any set date for the 
review, because it feels that would 
divest the treaty of its permanence, 
giving it an ephemeral quality. 

But Israel! sources indicated last 
night that Jerusalem would seek to 
be flexible on this issue. The con- 
sideration apparently is that In any 
event Article 4 provides that the 
review cen only result in 
amendments of the security 
arrangements if they are “agreed by 
the parties.” 

Israel wil] insist, however, that the 
particular five-year deadline be 


dropped, because of {ts coincidence 
with the ending of the “transition 
period" on the West Bank and Gaza

"There is a ‘linkage’ implication in 
the five-year proposal which we can- 
not accept," an Israeli source said. 


The diplomatic sources asserted 


that the five-year period was not a 


matter of principle for Sadat. They 

said he had mentioned other possible 

dates.

cern, they explained, assuage 
criticism voiced in his People’s Asse- 


imbly after Camp David that the securt- 
ty arrangements in Sinai robbed 


Egypt of a good deal of its sovereign- 


ty over the peninsula. Sadat main- 
taina that in a state of well-establish- 


ed peace Israel, too, might well wish 


to dispense with the UN presence or 
other aspects of the security 
arrangements. 


The “priority of obligations’’ issue 
expressed in Article 8 (v) is the last 
outstanding issue. Israel and Egypt 
are still at loggerheads over the true 
interpretation of this article, with 
respect to Egypt's obligations under 
the inter-Arab defence pacts. The

legal aide to the State Department, 
effectively endorses the Egyptian

The American legal opinion is not 
intended to be formally appended to 
the treaty, but it has been given to 
both of the parties in writing. 

Israel is seeking to persuade the 
State Department to reverse its 
stand, citing the opinions of three 
American academic jurists who 


hold, with Israel, that Egypt must 


renounce ita obligations under the 
inter-Arab defence pacts. 

_The diplomatic sources discounted 
Israel's contention that its continued 
occupation of the Golan Heights 
could be by Egypt as an 


ongoing act of aggression, justifying 
: Egypt's defensive collaboration with 


Syria against Israel. The sources 
said the State Department legal aide 
had ruled any such inter- 
pretation of the term “‘aggression." 

But Israeli sources did not seem 
reassured, They recalied that there 
have been express UN resolutions 
branding Israel an ‘‘aggressor™ 
because of its continued cccupation 
of the territories and argued that 
Egypt could, if it wished, cite those 
regolutions. 

Moreover, a 1968 defence pact 
between Egypt, Syria and Iraq, that 
has never been abrogated, referred 
specifically ta the “national obliga- 
tion to liberate Palestine." Under 
the Egyptian interpretation of Arti- 
cle 6(v), the Israeli sources contend- 
ed, Egypt would stili be bound by 
that pact and by others Uke it. 

Some Israeli policymakers con- 
cede now, in retrospect, that it would 
have been wiser not to engage In a 
public argument with Egypt over the 
interpretation of Article 6(v). They 
said the government had done so out 
of internal political considerations. 
Now, having challenged Egypt's in- 
terpretation, it was doubly difficult 
for Israel] to" acquiesce init and 
withdraw its own version.
